Taft Winds Up at Youngslown, O., With Senator La Fol- 


lette and Congressman Burke at Rousing Reception. 


BRYAN'S BIG WELCOME HOME. 


The Latter's Campaign, Speech Was 


Non-Partisan ana 
Not Without a 


Distinct Note of Pathos—First Cit- 
izen of Lirtcon if Not of the Nation, 


Youngstovn, O., Nov. a.—"Vote the 


RepubHcau ticket and i>rob«rve pros- 
perity, protootlon xo American indua- 
tries, businoss integrity and the rights j 
ot labor." This was the message with 
-which. William H. T:vft IiiiUhed his 
flfiht for th-. 
osldency. 


The clost of the campaign In this 


city was la magnitude and outhudlasin 
' a. fitting climax to all that had gone be- 
lore. The six and one-half hours Judge 
Taft spent in Youngstown were erowd- 
»d with poiiUoa,l.evt-ats, resplendent 
-with the pomp and t,how oE party or- 
gaiilzatlon nnd a carnival of hilarity, 
noise and general abandon by the pop- 
ulaee to the occasion. 


Tliree speeohes wore required ot 


the candidate, ono at the Park the- 
ater^ the Grand Opera House, and In 
the public square. Preceding those 
meetings t.he caaididate reviewed a 
parade which was miles 'In length, re- 
quired hours In passing and was com- 
posed of many thousand uniformed 
marchers.
